At 2 o'clock this afternoon Percy Hudson. 
superintendent of aeronautics at the 
World’s Fair, announced that the contem- | 
plated ascension and flight of the ai.salp 
of J. €. Benbow of Montana will not -bDe 
attempted this afternoon. The anounce 
ment followed a conference between Mr. 
Hudson and Mr. Benbow. 

Benbow will probably make an at- 
tempt to fly tomorrow if wind conditions 
improve. 

At 3 o’clock there was no evidence that 
the wind would decrease in velocity. It 
was at that time biowing at the rafe of 
14 miles an hour. It was cold, and the in- 
dications were that it would be much cold- 
er before the aeronaut could descend, a 
condition most unfavorable to a satisfac- 
tory test.

But in the first eight months 
of 1904 1008 more boys than giris have been 
born tn Chicago, and the tisticians de- 
clare that, as the rate of gain is continu- 
ing and growing, the compete returns for 
the year 194 will show nearly 1600 more 
boys than girls born In Chicago, an ad- 
vance of nearly 500 over last year.

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DEATH STRUGGLE 


She Testifies to Mysterious Noises and 
Man’s Statement He Feared 
Whitecaps. 


SUICIDE THEORY ARGUED 


Death of Caretaker in Long Island 
Club House Perplexes Police- 
men and Coroner.

GLEN COVE, L. i., Oct. %.—The authori- 


tles heré have a aime and puzzling case 
to clear up in the death of John W. Heath, 
who was killed by a load of shot from his 
own gun in All Souls’ Summer Home, near 
Sea Cliff. Superficial indications point to 
suicide, but there are enough unexplained 
detalls that justify the suspicion of mur- 
der. The statement made by Heath to Mrs. 
Annie Van Slyke a few minutes before the 
shot was fired that “White Caps’’ were 
about the house and meant to harm him is 
one phase of the case that has not been 
cleared up. 

Mrs. Van Slyke, who was the only per- 
son in the summer home on the night of 
Heath's death, was expected to tell some 
things before the acting coroner that would 
help clear the mystery, but In this the au- 
thorities were disappointed. She graph- 
ically described a night of terror in the 
house after she heard the shot and told of 
her escape from the building on Thursday 
morning to inform the authorities. Her 
story was straightforward, and it was evi- 
dent she had nothing to conceal. 

Heath’s widow is prostrated in her home 
in Glenwood. Her statement was taken 
there by Justice of the Peace Cocks. 


Woman Describes 


Wight of Tere am husband had been 
drinking heavily, and as he frenquently 
took his meals at the home rather than 
walk to the cottage she did not worry 
about his absence on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day. She was unable to give any informa- 
tion that would tend to prove the suspicion 
of murder and she had no. knowledge of 
any enemies her husband may have had.

Van Slyke, leader of the Glen Cove Orches- 
tra.

She said she met Heath while fishing with 
her husband several weeks ago. He asked 
her if she wished to do some work ifn the 
Summer Home. She replied she would be 
giad of an opportunity to increase the fam- 
ily income at some light employment. 

She went to All Souls’ Home on Wednes- 
day morning to dust and clean the larger 
rooms, and because of the inclement 
weather she accepted Heath’s proposition 
to remain in the house over night. She re- 
tired, she said, about 8 p. m., and slept 
soundly until about 1:30 a. m. on Thursday 
Then she was ruused by Heath walking 
noisily up and down the hall. Opening her 
door she asked him what the trouble was 
and received the reply: “There are White 
Caps about and I am afraid of: them.” 

Trembling Mrs. Van Slyke closed her 
room door, and almost instantly there was 
a commotion tn the hall. Shuffilng feet in- 
dicated to her terrified senses a struggie 
was going on, but not a voice was heard. 
although deep breathing was audible 
Crouching in a corner of the room ex- 
pecting to be attacked, she heard the 
sound of a shot. Then all was stil] as the 


grave. 
Frightened almost to death and fearing 
to make the slightest move, Mrs. Van Slyke 
shivered and quaked the rest of the night 
in the corner of the room to which she had 
retreated when she heard the first sounds of 
the scuffie. When dawn broke she plucked 
up courage and donned her clothing, but 
was not equal to the ordeal of passing out 
through the hall where she felt certain the 
body of Heath was lying. She waited until 
$a. m., and then she hurried, half fainting, 
from the room. As she passed the open 
door of Heath's room she saw the body in 
a sitting position on the floor, the back 
resting against the wall.

Tn his speech at Esopus, Tuesday, Judge Parker clearly de- | 
fined the issue of monopoly control of government. He spoke 
of the’ radical change in the methods of conducting campaigns, 
by which a handful! of corporate managers levy on the assets of 
corporations for “such sums of money as they deem requisite 
to place the conduct of the government in such hands as they 
“der best for their private interests.” He points out that 
oa € s contributed by monopoly interests are used to buy 
elections, and thus sums up the issue: 

“The question ought to be settled now, whether the ‘floaters’ 
and illegal combinations can together control an election in 
this country. Such a contest means on one side vast sums of 
money and every man with an itching palm. It ought to array 
gd honest, independent and patriotic citizen on the other
